The Olympic Games 
have a very long 
history. They began 
in 777 BC in Greece 
and took place 
every four years for 
nearly twelve 
centuries at 
Olympia. They 
included many 
different kinds of 
sports: running, 
boxing, wrestling, 
etc. All the cities in 
Greece sent their 
best athletes to 
Olympia to compete 
in the Games. 


The games were for 
men only. Greek 
women were 
forbidden not only 
to participate but 
also to watch the 
Olympics. 


For the period of 
the Games all the 
wars stopped. So 
the Olympic Games 
became the symbol 
of peace and 
friendship. 


In 1896 the 
International 
Olympic Committee 
was set up. It is the 
central policy- 
making body of the 
Olympic movement.

It 
also became very 
popular in the 
northern states of 
the United States, 
and later spread to 
Europe, Japan, and 
even to Australia. 


The game probably 
arose from boys 
playing on the ice. 
The kids probably 
and adapted tree 
branches as hockey 
sticks, and played 
on cleared frozen 
lakes and rivers. 


Originally the 
leagues and 
national 
competitions in 
Canada were 
amateur. In 1917 
the first 
professional league 
was formed, the

The Olympic (1) | ~ were held on Greek landinthe (2) __ times. 
The first Olympic Games (3) —_—siin 776 B.C. The Olympic Games 


took place every four years at Olympia and were a part of a 


religious festival. 


The four-year interval was called an Olympiad. The games were so 


important 


that even wars were stopped during Olympic Games. 


At first, the (4) took part only in race (the sprint). Later, they 
threw the discus and (5) , then broad jumping and wrestling 
were 


added. The Olympic Games were held for more than 1,000 years. 
Such games are included in the Olympic Games: 


- (6) is acombat sport involving grappling type techniques 
such as clinch fighting, throws and takedowns. The sport can 
either be theatrical for entertainment, or competitive. 

- (7) is a handball game usually played by two teams of five 
players. The objective is to get the ball through a hoop 

- (8) ‘isa racket sport that can be played individually 
against a single opponent or between two teams of two players 


each. Each player uses a racket 


- (9) _ is an individual or team sport that uses arms and 


legs to move the body through water

important symbols of The Olympic Games.
